To the Selectmen. 

GENTLEMEN ;—Your Committee has endeavored to do his 
duty by visiting the schools at the opening and close of each term, examining 
teachers, furnishing school registers, &c., and now reports. 


DISTRICT No. 1, 
THOMAS SHAW, Prudential Committee. 
TEACHER—Summer and Winter, Miss Laura J. Smith. 


Length of Summer Term, 16 weeks. Wages, $86 per month. Whole num. 
ber of scholars, 52. Average, 50. Number over 4 years of age not attending, 3. 
Scholars not absent any half day, 22. Register neatly kept and correctly filled 
out. 

WintER Term. Length, 14 weeks. Wages, $36 per month. Whole num- 
ber, 55. Average, 46. Number over 4 years not attending, 8. Scholars not ab- 
sent any halfday, 16. Register seasonably returned and in proper order. 

It is a significant fact that of the 52 scholars during the summer, the average 
was 50; and that 22 in Summer and 16 in Winter were not absent any half day. 
Eleven were not absent any half day during the entire year, namely :—Clara L. 
Rowe, Lizzie E. Tuck, Walter G. Hodgdon, George H. Walton, Samuel Walton, 
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Arthur R. Prescott, Willard S. Poor, Frank H. Poor, Alva Brewer, Henry S. 
Rowe, and Leverett Fellows. 

Miss Smith, as a teacher, needs no commendation. Her schoot “ told its own 
story.” Order, promptness, punctuality, progress, and gentlemanly and ladylike 
conduct in the pupils, were at all times observable. The exhibition given by 
her of her school at the close, at the Town Hall, was in keeping with the school, 
and rendered the whole a complete success. 


DISTRICT No. 2. 


JOSEPH W. BROWN, Prudential Committee. 
TrEAcHER~Summer and Winter—Miss Almira J. Eaton. 


Summer ‘lerm. Length of Term, 20 weeks. Wages, $32 per month. 
Whole number, 48. Average, 87. Number over 4 years not attending, — 
Register neatly kept. 

Winter Term. Length of school, 15 weeks. Wages, $34 per month. Whole 
number, 54. Average, 38. Number over four years not attending, 5. Register 
neatly kept and returned in season., Three scholars, viz: Wesley L. Sawyer, | 
Ida M. Sawyer, and S. Agnes Badger were not absent any half day during the | 
entire year. During the first session of the Summer term fifteen were present 
every day. 

Miss Eaton is deserving much credit for her earnest and persevering efforts to 
keep a good school. Some well-meant but inappropriate advice, at the com- 
mencement of the school, in regard to government, led her to substitute moral 
suasion for a more stringent discipline. She soon became convinced of her mis- 
take ; but it was too late to prevent bad consequences. Outside and inside the 
school-house and outbuildings, at times bore witness to the great ‘‘ skill and in- 
genuity ” of the scholars. Where rudeness and insubordination take the place 
of order, there is little margin left for improvement. The success of Miss E. 
in other schools leads us to hope that she will not hereafter allow any interfer- 
ance in her management, unless it be from the proper authorities. At the ex- 
amination the younger scholars appeared well, and there was evidence of good 
progress. Several of the young ladies, also, acquitted themselves well. But of the 
young gentlemen, several were absent, and those that were present were back- 
ward in their studies, and anything but gentlemanly in conduct. Would it not 
be well to have on able male teacher for this school in winter ? 


GENERAL REMARKS. 


In the selection of teachers Committees cannot use too m uch care to scure 
those who are every way competent to their work. If side issues and consider- 
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ations exist, they should be laid aside, and the only question be, who will teach 
the best school? It is sometimes said, when the sehool has been a failure, that 
the money’ might as well been thrown into the sea. But this does not express 
the actual loss, The loss to the man who has a son or daughter about to finish 
their school education, is more than a// that is paid for the school. The boy or 
girl will feel that loss through life. Multiply this by the whole school and the 
loss is thousands instead of hundreds. 

Would it not be well, as a rule, for those who employ teachers for the winter 
school, to employ male teachers. There are exceptional cases, we are happy to 
say ; we consider the North school, the past winter, one of these exceptions. 
We should be glad to see Miss Smith in our school-rooms summer and winter. 
But this cannot be predicated of a teacher before trial. Winter schools are sup- 
posed to have some large boys, the management of whom requires a pretty good 
share of firmness and decision. Before a female teacher is engaged for the win- 
ter set the District ought to know whether she has backbone enough to be 
~ “ master.’ 

While we bow with submission to the will of our Heavenly Father, who has 
seen fit to remove by sudden death a former teacher, beloved and respected, we 
gratefully acknowledge His goodness in the general health of teachers and pu- 
pils the past scholastic year.
